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PREFACE. 



The text of this Edition of Livy'» First Fire Books is prin- 
cipaUy taken from tbat of a veiy accarate one, pnbliBhed ia 
1822, by Dr Dymock of Glasgow, who has foUowed the 
celebrated edition of Ruddiman. The changes made by other 
editors have been sparingly introduced ; but whenever they 
were too striking to be denied obeervation» they have beea 
attended to in the notes. The editions and annotations con- 
salted by the Editor have been those of Sigonius, Gronovius, 
Drakenborch, Crevier, Ruperti, Doering and Stroth, Ra- 
schig, Rnddiman and Dr Hunter. 

One change, however, of great importance has been introdu- 

ced, to which it is necefiaary shortly to advert. The prineiples 

which affect the indirect or oblique form of nanration, eo admt- 

rably evolved by Dr Carson, in his masterly work on the Qut, 

qwBj quody and exemplified in his edition of Tacitus» have, in 

this edition, for the first time, been strictly attended to. For- 

mer editors have been extremely capricious in distinguiBhing 

the facts for which Livy vouches as a historian, and the senti- 

roents which he expresses as his own, from those which he 

merely indicates to be the assertions or sentiments of others, 

wfaen these are not expressed as the ipsissima verba of the per» 

«ona holding such sentiments, or making such assertions. In- 

deed they hardly ever take any notice of the principle in im« 

pated sentiments, although instances abound in every page, 

and often neglect it even in imputed addresses. InaU cases 



iv PREFACE. 

where it is evident that Livy states in kis oum wordsy afact 
vQuchedfor hy anotheTf or sentiments entertained hy another, 
(in which cases thc infiniti^e and snbjunctiye moods alone are 
used,) tlie words expremve 'ofihe imputed sentiments or as' 
sertions are, in this edition, introduced in inverted commas. 
An illnstration may sfaow tbe nature and object of the change. 
In the ninth chapter oT the first l>ook, after describing the 
seizure of the Sabine women, Livy narrates the indignation 
of the parents, incusantes Tiolati faospitii foedns, Deumque in- 
vocantes, < cujus ad solenne Indosque, per fas, ac fidem de» 
' eepti, iwiBseBt.' Hie iast efauise evidently and graphically 
giv«8 tbe soitameats which the Sabines themselTes expressed, 
and is not a iiistorical aasertionon the part of Livy, otherwise 
venerant shoiitd bave been ttsed. In all other editions of 
Liry, bowever, which tfae Editor has seen, the dause is not 
disttngttished in any manner from tfae narration. 

To aid the reader in earrying on a oonsecutive knowledge 
of the chronology connected with the events, tke date ofeach 
remathable^Of as ffenerally reeeivedf during the hings, and 
suhee^^um^ ofeaeh year, as arranged in the thronology qf 
Giareany has ieen-afiaoed 4o <fte maryin. 

An accouat of the Lifb «nd Wiiitimgs of the Aathor un- 
der perusal is always a natnral ob|ect of desire, and one is 
aocordiagly prefixed to tbie Edition. The Historicai:. and 
GsoGRAPHiCAL Indbz, 9X tfao «ttd of tbo woik, faas been so 
prepaittd as to eflable the raader to trace tbeallusions to each 
fwrson, offioe^ or place contiined in the volume. Tbis has 
been done by a reference to tke passages where each name 
ooeura tfarovgbottt this portion of faistOfT. 

The NoTBs at first are designedly sfaort and simple ; but as 
tbe work atdnmoeB, greater attention is pvid toeritical discos- 
Mon, aad eabject», wfaich tfae y OQthtfbl reader, at his entraBce on 
tfae «tttdy of Liry, ooold haniiy be expeoted to uaderstaad. In 
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preparing them, the Editor has, in addition to his own re- 
marka, availed himself, without scruple, of the laboara of the 
commentators already enumerated. Their English shape 
rendered it impossible to dssign to each critic, who wrote in 
Latin, bis own share. But to others, particularly Dr Adam 
and Dr Hnnter, whose philological labours cannot be too 
highly estimated, he bas uniformly assigned the aasistance 
which their English lucubrations afforded him.

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^ Havb you cerer read/ says Pliny the Younger, in one of hit let- 
ters, * that an infaabitant of Cadiz was «o much eicited by the distinc- 

* tion and glory wbich Livy had acquired» that he came from the re* 

* motest quarter of the globe to virit him, and, immediately on his ha* 

* Ting seen him, departed?* The distinguished historian, TiTOS Livius, 

to wbose genius so extraordinary a tribute was paid, was born at Pa* 

tavium, (now Padua, a town of Venetia, in the north of Italy,) in 

tfae 695th year of Rbme* In his casci as in that of most others, dis- 

tingnished merely for tfaeir literary fame, we are unfortunately igno- 

rant of nearly every thing connected with his history calculated to 

throw ligbt upon the early pursuits which formed him to excellence. 

Of bis education, of the time when he remoyed to Rome, and the roan* 

ner in which be first attracted notice, we are utterly ignorant. But 

we may form at least a phiusible conjecture as to the circumstances 

which drew upon' him the regards of the Emperor Augustus. It is 

oot improbable that a dissertation of his, wherein he treats of philoso- 

pby, applied to history, produced tbis result. No bistory of Rome, 

deserying the name, existed before his time ; and we know that the dis- 

jointed, scanty and unsatisfactory annals which contaioed tbe records 

of the Roman state, called forth from Cicero loud reprehension and 

regret. It is not surprising, therefore, that a prince like Augustus, 

^ho courted the praise of patronising learned men in general, should, 

(wbatever circumstance introduced Livy to this notice.) bave hailed, 

wiUi tbe utmost satisfaction, the appearance of one, wbo, from his in- 

dustry, his love of country, bis powers of narratioo, and the philoso- 

phic eye with which he surveyed the progress of events, seemed destin- 

ed to supply so obvious a deficiency in Roman literature. We ac» 

cordingly find, that he lived on termsof iutimacy with that prince, and 

tbat be was even offered by Livia the office of tutor to Claudius, the 

£tDperor*s grandson. This intimacy must have been productive of 

great advantage to him, in opening up both pubHc and private sources 

of informaUon, whilst it has never led to bim to boast of a friendsbip 
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80 flattering, or to pervert tbe truth, even in events where the em- 
peror*8 family was most deeply interested. 

Wbilst engaged in tbe compositioo of tbe work, he seems to have 
resided partly at Rome and partly at Naples, From a passage in tbe 
Ist Book, (19tb cbapter,) wbere be states that tbe temple of Janus 
bad only been twice closed posterior to tbe time of Numa, once after 
the termination of the iirst Punic war, and again after tbe battle of 
Actium, we obtain a probable conjecture, as to tbe date of the com. 
mencement of tbe work. Tbe templeof Janus was shut in conse- 
quence of tbe battle of Actium, a. u. c 725 ; Livy must therefore 
have begun his bistory posterior to this date. But it was again sbut, 
730, and some date betwizt these years must th^efore be fized as tbe 
time wben be entered on his work, wbilst bis mention of the death of 
Dnisus proves tbat be had not finished it till after tbat event, which 
took place in 744; his Uibonrs bdng tfaus continued for at least 
twenty years. 

. Hift domestic bistory ia iJmoBt etitirely conjtctunil, and ia cftiiflfted 
to the bdief that be waa married twice» aad bad two sont attd feat 
daugbterS) tbe jpoungcst of wfaom waa ntarried to a rfaetorkian^ L« 
Itfagius. He is said te> have retired to Fadna on tbe death of Augm- 
tiiSt and to bave died in tfae fourth yeai ader tbat cvent» m tfae 78tb 
year of fais age, ▲. li. c. 770^ aed ▲. d. 17, the same year whieh wi^* 
nessed the death of Ovid. 

Livy's stupendous History of Rome eztended Iram tfae foundetioa 
o£ the eitj, (containing besidea a rapsd dctail of the circn —atnn cea lapd 
mg to that event,) td tbe death of Dmsus, s period ef 744 yeatv. It 
was divided into 140, or (as otbers wtth mora probability raaintaifi) 
142 books. FoUowing tbe former number, tbe wbole was arbitrarily- 
ananged at a later pertod» in decades or dtvision^ centainiag each ten 
books. Of the wbole tbere rensain only thirty.ooe booka entire^ aad 
four nearly ao. It wiU be easily secn in what state tbe work faes come 
down to us irom the foUowing table.

Of tbe other beoks we have only fragments. 

The books, wbich bave too probably been irretrievaUy kMt,. are said 
to have met this fate from tbe bostility of tbe Emperor Caliguki* and 
of Pope Gregory, to tbe writings of Livy, as weil as tbe rehictance 
with which tbe monks sbrunk from copying e work so ponderous. By 
aid, however, of tbe fragments, and of tbe epUotnae of oearly the 
wbole work, (only two being lo«t,) composed eitber by Livy bimaelf^ 
or more probably by some skilful annotator, as well as othcr aouicetj^ 
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AaDshciiiHisbas, wilh greai «lecesB, eadeaTMired to fiU up tfae blttik 
thus left in Roman Hiatory. 

A» a irriter of history, I^vj has ever heid a moflt distinguished rank. 

li is Uve» tbat he evinoes a sttilung, sometimes a reprebensible par- 

tialky for the peopfe, to whose iame he had consecrated his genins. It 

is tn«e» that be often errs in misunderstanding his anthorities, in mis- 

taking the object of institutioasy and in writing at tariance with him^ 

sdL It is troe, likewise, that he does pay too much attention to the 

TeoardlBg of prodigies, and gtves the dignity of history to tfae rorings 

of childiah superstition. But socne of tbese errors, (and they are by 

no aaeans Duaaerotts tn proportion to tfae magnitode of the uadeita» 

Idng,) may be pardoned, on account of tbe extent of the work, others 

on Ibat of hnman nature*s wcakocss, and many as arising Irom the ge- 

nios of the age in wfaicfa he wrole. Apart, however, from tuch oon- 

ridemtionsy these eharges ncver remain on the mind wfaen engaged ia 

the perusal of Livy. They are all swept away by the uniform and 

aaaieBtic flow of his narratann,— the graphic imaginativeness of his de- 

tails, — his sympathy with all which adds to the grandeur of his theme^ 

and the lofty scorn which he breathes on aught which tends to dero- 

gate from Roman greatness. 

The first five books of this great work are particularly interesting, aa 
they contain, what was believed by the Romans themselves, to be the 
origin of their early institutions. As all the early records of Rome perish- 
ed in the sack of that city by tbe Gauls, tradition supplied the place of 
more authenticated materials. Tbere is, tberefore, much room for 
doobt as to some evenu, and for total disbelief as to others. We ac- 
cordingly find many writers questioning much of the historic, and, 
latterly, almost all of tbe political detail, wbicb was formerly assented 
to, without dispute, as tbe bistory of infant Rome. At tbe head of 
these stands Niebuhr ; but even be admits the great interest connected 
witb tbe current notions of tbe* Romans tbemselves as to their early 
hbtory,— above all, tbe surpassing merits of Livy, in bis mode of ma- 
naging tbe traditional bistory,— -justly pronouncing tbe termination of 
the first book to be bis masterpiece as a bistorian. 

The Ist book, after detailing tbe events wbicb led to the foundation 
of Rome, embraces a period of 244 years, including tbe reigns of tbe 
seven kings, Romulus, Numa Pompilius, Tullus Hostilius, Ancus 
Martius, Tarquinius Priscus, Servius TuIIus, and Tarquinius Super- 
bus,— tbe rise of various political institutions and their cbanges, and 
tbe overtbrow of tbe monarcby. 

Tbe 2d book embraces a period of 43 years to a. u. c. 287, includ- 
ing tbe establisbment of consular power, — the unsuccessful attempts 
of the banisbed royalists to efTect a restoration, — tbe consequent tyranny 
of tbe nobility,— •the origin of plebeian influence, after many fierce 
struggles, in tbe creadon of tribunes of tbe commons, and tbe wars in 
which tbe republic was continually engaged. 

Tbe 3d book extends from a. u. c. 287 to 310, a period of 22 years, 
interesting from its details of the mode by wbich Rome gradually ac- 
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quired conquest after conquest, bot, above all, from its account of tfae 
origin, progress, and fall of the decemviral power. 

Tbe 4th book begins a. u. c 310, and comprebends a period of 51 
years, remarkable for the gradual success of tbe plebeians in obtaining 
a sbare of the honours of the state, the device of appointing military 
tribunes, tbe rapid progress of the Roman arms, and the advance to 
permanent military discipb'ne, by bestowing pay on tbe soldiers. 

The 5th book, which (along with tfae 6ib) might witb great pro. 
priety be called a life of Camillus, the most interesting of all the cha- 
racters that Rome presents for our reverence, begins u. C* 351, in tbe 
third year of the memorable siege of Veii, captured by tbat genera), 
-— comprebends his after-exploits, — his banishment, — ibe progress of 
Ihe Gauls in Italy,— the sack of Rome in 365, by that fierce people, 
— their expulsion by Camillus, — and tfae success with whicfa fae com. 
bated a general wisfa of fais counb^ymen to emigrate to Veii, and leave 
tfaeruins of tfae fallen city.

Valerius Publicola, we learn from II. 8, first introduced appeals 
even from the roagistrates during tbe republic. Tullus tberefore takes 
advantage of an old law, (Livy could not bave said Tullo cletnente legis 
interprete, if Tullus bad made tbe law,) providedfor cases of treason 
againsC the state, in wbicb tbe ultiraate decision of state cbarges was 
properly left to tbe people. Reus perdueUionit dicebatur qui se quoque 
modo hostii animoin rempuNicam esse dedardsset^ Varbo. Uoratius 
was, at tbe time be committed tbe deed, invested witb an important 
public office, and tberefore could witb propriety be styled a reus per- 
duellionis, as be had exposed tbe state in bis public capacity to tbe 
wratb of beaven. Tbe terms of the law left no option to tbe Duum. 
Tiri, to wbom, as a preliminary step, tbe passing of tbe sentence only 
was entrusted, qut perdueUionemjudicent» They at once, witbout con- 
sidering bis guilt or innocence, doom bim to deatb as a traitor. Tbis 
brings tbe matter before tbe people as a crime against tbem, by ap- 
peal not from tbe sentenceof tbe £ingt but tbat of tbc DuumvirU end 
seems to bave been tbe first time tbe law was acted upon, as Dionysius 
ezpressly states tbat tbe people bad never before decided on a ca- 
pital case. * De provocatione certatum est. Tbis would mean, tbe 
point was debated toUh regard (o the appeal. Tbe expression evi- 
dently corresponds to the clause in tbe law provocatione certatot and 
indicates, tbat in consequence of the appeal, the parties debated the 
case.

Tbe account given by Livy of 
the motives which instigated the Romans to deprive this nobleman of 
office seems improbable and inconsistent. If the mere circumstance 
of the name, as connecting him with the Tarquin family, rendered him 
an object of suspicic^n, Brutus was likewise liable to its effects, be- 
ing connected with them by his mother. Dionysius narrates the merits 
very differentJy. He narrates the banishment of Collatinus as baving 
occurred after the conspiracy, of which an account follows in the 
next chapters, and attributes it to his having favoured Tarquin*8 clairos 
to his private property, and to his defence of his nephews, the AquiUiu 
' Ne, 4*0. That this interruption even bad not induced the proud 
Tarquin to forget the throne of a nation in which he was as it were 
(almost) a foreigner, and that he had wickedly and violently sought, 
as if it belonged to his family by inheritance, to legain it.

Pometia 
was tbe capital of the Volsctans, yet Livy, in the commencement of 
the 22d Chapter, says, Cum Voiscorum genie Latino M/o neque pat 
neque heUumfuerat, 300 hostages are mentioned in tfae 16th chapter ; 
they are likcwisc mentioned in the 22d. The Aurunci, wbom snrely 
ik» preseirt discomfiture must bave disabled for many years, send a 
tbreatening message^ and are totally defeated, in the 26th chapter. 
Lattly, Dionysius makes no mention of any such war at this time, but 
nanrates two victories in this consuUhip, one gained by Cassios over 
the Sabines, thc other by Virginius, when the tcwn Cameria was taken.

chapter we have majora inilia rerumt the beginning being a necessary

' The accuracy of this account of the conduct, and almost total extinc- 
tion of the Fabian family, as given in the 48lh, 49th, and 50th chap- 
ters, has been frequently and deservedly called in question. Diony- 
sius asserts, that the total number of the Fabian army amounted, from 
the dients and retainers who joined in the expedition, to 4000 men, 
and asks, with great truth, if it is at all probable that 306 men should 
have had no male children to leave behind at Rome, but one ? He 
therefore thinks, that the report as to the single boy, originated in the 
circumstance of his having been the most distinguished in the subse- 
quent race of the Fabii. Perizonius, with great appearance of trutb, 
doubts both accounts, from tbe extreme improbability of one Patrician 
family atllome mustering so strong as .306, at so short a period after 
the expulsion of Tarquin, whose welUknown policy it was to thin, as 
much as possible, the ranks of the patricians, and from the fact, that, 
with every disposition to exalt this noble family, the Roman people bad 
raised only three of their number to the consulship, during the seven 
preceding years, whilst, on the other hand, all the subsequent Fabii 
are uniformly, in Roman history, traced to this one remaining brancb.

ted to be tried for their liyes. This question is ably argued by Hooke 
inhis Roman History, ii. 13. ' In the preceding note, a diffe- 

rence between Dionysius and Livy has been noticed. In tbis sentence 
Livy is accuaed of differing from himself. Crevio' censures him for 
inconsistency, in stating that the proposed change in tbe mode of elect- 
ing tribunes was haud parva res, and yet in the 60th Chapter assert. 
iog that it was ret m<{for viciorid nueepti certaminis, quam tuu» Hooke 
endeayours to obviate tbe charge, by supposing that Livy had in view 
tcro distinct effects of the change, in the two sentences. This obvious- 
Ij leaves the matter where it was. We must either, therefore, leave 
the imputation unanswered, or understand, as I have done, not that 
fer^atur means, * A roatter of no small importance was prof}oted,* 
(which is evidently the meaning attached to the word by Crevier and 
Hooke,) but, * the matter was said by the Patricians to be one of no 
* small importance.* Tbere seems, in reality, to ^iave been but little 
difference in the result of the two modes of ejectidn, and the change, 
tfaerefore, was one of no practical importance. The Patricians, how- 
e?»-, tfaought otherwise, being anxious to secure aristocratic tribunes, 
(see speech of Appius, Cbap- 44,) and their fears are expressed in this 
senteuce ; in the sentence in the 6()th Chapter, Livy expresses his own. 
It may here be shortly noticed, that critics have been puzzled by the 
sentence sed guae, &c. takiiig it for granted that the tribunes had been 
previously elected in tbe Comitia Curiala, where eacb individual vote 
Gounted. The change to the TMbuta, tben, where likewise each indi- 
vidual counted, would make no change on the suffragia clientium, 
Although it is uniformly asserted, on the authority of Dionysiusy that 
tbe tribunes were elected in the Comitia Curiata, (see p. 107, note 2.) 
yet Livy does not seem so to have understood, and in tbis passage 
clearly indicates his opinion to have been, that tbey were elected in the 
Comitia Centuriata, wbere the influence of the Patricians on the higher 
ranks of voters, their clients, might be supposed by tbem to give them 
the preponderance. See Cbap. 64, where Livy says, Irata plebs in.

points of difference between the Iriumph and ovatio were, that in tbe 
former, the general rode in a chariot, crowned with laurel, and attend- 
ed by the maglstrates and senators in their robes of office ; in the lat- 
ter, he walked, or rode on horseback, crowned with myrtle, and unat- 
tended by the senators, except as private friends. The close of the 
triumphant procession was the sacrifice of bullocks ; of an ovatio, tbat 
of sheep, whence, according to most autbors, tbe name. ' Amongst 
the Romans, the laws were called either by the name of the proposer, 
as Lex TerentiUa, or the name of the object afiected by tbe.law, as 
Lex Agraria. So with us, Peers Bill, The Catholic Emancipation

tenors of a foreign foe. But this, almost by its single weigbt, pressed 
most heavily upon the falling pillar of the state. In this somewhat in- 
tricate passage, Crevier destroys non credendo, as an unnecessary gloss : 
(for 515/1, see p. 109, note 4). Many commcntators join tantum to 
ntperanlilmM, in the sense of so much. Stroth points the sentence as 
we have done, connecting tanium with timebat : the same critic destroys

We had now been captured and destroyed, if tbe La- 
dns had not taken up arms of their own accord. It will be obsenredr 
that both the Latin and the English idioms employ the indicative, 
(capti et deleti eramus, we had been taken and destroyed,) with a force 
equivalent to the subjunctive, (capti et deleti essemus, we should have 
been taken and destroyed.) For this the philosophy of graromar must 
furnish us with some reason ; for, in the words of Dr Hunter, * Can it 
' for a moment be supposed, that an enlightened people, provided wlth 
' two fornis of the verb for the expression of two different and dis- 
' tinct conceptions, should reject the form appropriate to one of them, 

* and employ, in preference, the other form, which did not correctly 
' and adequately express the conception ?* The admirable strictures 
of the writer now quoted, on the moods and tenses of the Greek and 
Latin verb, furnish us with a key to the difficulty. The conclusion to 
wbich we come is, that in all passages similar to the one which we 
shall now attempt to explain, the indicative contains the idea involved 
in the subju7u:tive* with the additionatforce which a positive assertion 
has over a ht/pothetical one, Considering the flexions of the verbs in 
Greek and Latin, as either auxiliary verbs, or similar to our auxiliary 
verbs, and that the English auxiliaries, may, can, do, &c,, being all 
verbs in the indicativc mood, when combined with a noun or subject, 
express an assertion, Dr Hunter concludes, that the tenses of the Latin 
potential or subjunctive, as well as the subjunctive and optative of the 
Greek verb, which involve these auxiliaries, and are literally rendered 
into English by means of thera, also express an assertion, or, in other 
words, are also iudicative. It follows, that as the English auxiliaries 
are all of the present tense, each of them having a correspondent form 
appropriated to past time, the flexions of the learned languages, which 
involve thosc auxiliaries, should also be either of the present or of the 
past tense. The following is a table of the tenses, arranged according 
to this view, modified somewhat to suit the passage at present under 
discussion :

The reader will perceiTe, 
Uiait ia order to bring the Livian dironology to agree with the Diooy- 
sian, tbree years are supposed to bave been oinitted by Livy, ooe, 
tr. c. 248, (11. 16. )> two, 264, 265. (See p. 113, note 4.) Sigonius 
admits tbe former, but denies the latter, aud adduces the passage oow 
illustrated as a proof of Livy^s consistency. He computes the creation 
of tribunes frora u. C.260, (and either year may be assignedfrom Livy*s 
account, II. 33.) : consequently. (by the common mode of reckooiog 
time among the Romans,) 260-4-35=295, the year in wfaich, accord- 
ing.to him, the new tribunes w«re added.

tia, — an animated address of an old soldier Siccius Dentatuc^ — the ex- 
traordinary success of this veteran against the Aequi, in an attack 
treacherously assigned to him by tbe consul for the purpose of destroy. 
ing him. These supposed faults of omission are easily accounted for 
by Hook*s supposition that Livy did not believe the statements* In 
two points Livy is at express variance with Dionysius. The latter 
Etates that Siccius destroyed the booty found in the camp captured by 
hini, to prevent the consuls from obtaining tbe honour of a triumph, 
and that, being elected tribune of tbe people, be was tbe accuser of 
Ilomilius. ' See p. 155, note 4.

> There seems to be no real difficuUy in this passage, altbough tbe 
critics have been much puzzled with its meaning, and have proposed 
various emendations. There were three parties attacking the decem- 
virs, in three different ways. Valerius Potitus and Uoratius wish to 
fly in the face of the decemvirs* authority, by bringing a question be- 
fore the senate, apart from that. for the consideration of wbicb tbej had 
been summoned. Claudius with greater gentleness simply propoaes 
that the senate should make no decree, leaving his opinion of the au- 
thority of the decemvirs to be implied. The third opinion seemed 
more severe, {^asperior in speciem,) but in reality was more favourable to 
tbe decemvirs, as it recognised them to be roagistrates. In thespeecb 
of Cornelius he alludes to Claudius by the words gui decemtdratum 
petissentf to Horatius and Potitus by tocit, the partncrsof Claudius, to

meaning : Cornelius, by providing for tbe safety of Af^ius (in reality,) 
for whose safety he pretended that he did not intend to provide,— bis 
pretence being that he wished to provide for thc safety of Valerius.

Nor was there a doubt, 
but, in the troubled state of public affairs, they had given way to thfe 
necessity of ihe time. ^Sustinuit consilio bellum, purposely pro- 
longed the war. * See p. 110, note.5. . ..

Scaptius 
would go down to posterity ennobled with this, as an image ; whiUt tbe 
Roman people would bear the character of mean pettifoggers, aud of 
Basely taking advantage of their situation as judges, in usurpiog wbat 
was claimed by others.

It may be briefly remarked, that Livy seems, out of compliment to 
Augustus, to conceal his real opinion, and to express himself with 
studied obscurity. The consent of all the ancient bistorians,— the 
utter confusion into which a change would throw the whole of tbe 
Roman annals, whose narration proceeds all along as if there were na 
doubt on the matter,-— the badly disguised opinion of Livy himself,^ 
the express authority of Varro, who states that a tnanipuiaris miles 
might obtain the spolia opimaf'—&nd the weakness of the authority ad- 
duced by Livy, as the inscription constUt was in all probability add- 
ed by the family of Cornelius at a subsequent period, after he had 
really been consul,— -render it almost certain that Cossus was only tri- 
bune of the soldiers at the time when he gained the spolia opima, and» 
consequently, that it was not necessary to be gencral of the Roman 
snny in order to attain that highest of all military honours. ' In.

equites never served except on horseback. The first two sentences do 
not require much notice. It does not appear that any act of the se> 
nate was necessary to stamp the privilege of regular service on tbat of 
the volunteers, and the connexion between tfae two lost sentences is 
so close as to render the interpretation above given extremely iippro- 
bable. As to the last sentence there is in reah'ty no difficulty. Merere 
involves merere stipendium, to earn pay. They then first earned or 
received pay on horseback. It is not true that they never served on 
foot. Those who ofTered their services were of plebeian rank, (equi 
publici non erant assignati. ) and were obliged so to serve, when re- 
quired. For these and other reasons, wbich our limits do noc allow us to 
enumerate, no emcndation seems necessary, and the whole passagemay 
be thus translated : But that it was the pleasure of the senate, tbat pay 
sbould run on from that date to those wbo had volunteered their ser- 
vices, at a time when they were not legally required. To the horse- 
men also a fixed rate of pay was assigned. That was the first occasion 
on wbich the horsemen received pay, at least in that c^pacity. ' Ee-

Glarean, on the other hand, and after him a 
host of commentators, founding on the sentiments imputed to Camik 
lus by Plutarcb and Valerius Maxtmus, read, Suo jnrivato incomnodot 
guam minimo publico P» R., giving him the patriotic wish to render 
ligbt tbe odium, by his own private loss, rather than the public loss: 
or, by his own private loss, but if not, by as small a public loss as 
possibie : or, by his own private Ioss,ytfr tbe smallest possible public 
loss.

It may be observed, that, io all cases, Livy represents the 
Romans in as faTourable a light as possible, shielding them with a 
most jealous eye from all dishonour. This, and the account of the 
departure of Porsenna, given in the second book, are striking in.

' mous adventure, the Romans have given it a place in their history, 
' retained a deep impression of their danger from the Gauls, and from 

* thence dated the origin of some particulars in their policy, which seem

Aebutius, L., consul, u. C. 291. He died in his consulship of a 
pestilence then raging. III. 6. 

Aebutius £lva, M., one of the triumviri appointed to settle a colony 
in Ardea. IV. 11. 

Aebutius Comlcen, Postiimus, consul, u. c. 313. IV. 11. 

Aebutius Elva, Posttimus, master of the horse in the dictatorship of 
A. Servilius, u. c. 320, when the Fidenates aqd Veientes made an 
inroad on the Roman territory. IV. 21. 

Aebutius, T., consul, u. c. 255. In the same year, he was master 
of the horse in the dictatorship of A. Postumius, and commanded 
a wing in the battle with the Latins, fought at the lake Regillus» 
wbere he wounded the opposite general Octavius Mamilius in the 
breast, but was himself obliged to retire in consequence of a wound 
in the light arm. 11.19. 

Aedlles, Roman magistrates, whose principal office seems to havo 
been to assist all the other magistrates in the discharge of unim# 
portant duties. They attended to the state of the buildings, cele« 
brated the religious games, inspected the weights and measuresy 
registered the laws, and administered justice in trifling matters. 
Tbey were of two kinds, pleheii and curiilet, Th^ former were at 
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first assistants of tbe' tiibunes of the commons, were sacrosancti, and 
elected at the Comitia Curiata. The latter were appointed princi- 
pally to attend to the public games, and they were both at a later 
period elected in the Comitia Tributa.

Alba Longa, a town of Latium, south-east of Rome, founded by As> 
canius with settlers from Lavinium, where the descendants of 
Aeneas reigned for fourteen generations, till the foundation of 
Rome. It received its epithet Longa from its situation on the ridge 
of a hill. A war broke out between the Romans and its inhabi- 
tants, (^AlbSni,) in the reign of TuUus Hostilius. which ended in 
the submission of the Albans, and ultimately in the destruction of 
the Alban city. The inhabitants were, according to the usual po- 
licy of the early Romans, transferred to Rome, inhabiting the Cae- 
lian hill, and their chief men raised to the Patrician dignity. L 
3, 22-25. 27-31, 3a The space between Tuiculum and Mha is 
called Albdna vallis, III. 7. Albanus Mons, a hill near Alba, the 
scene of the Latinaejhiae, and in later times of Roman triumphs.

Algldum, a town of Latium, south-east of Rome, on the Via Latina. 

Algidus Afons, a hill near the town Algidum, sacred to 
Diana. From their central situation, they seem to have been fre- 
quently the rallying points of the enemies of early Rome. III.

Alienus, L., an aedile of the people^ who successfully arraigned the 
consul Veturius, for having sold the plunder taken from the Aequi, 
instead of dividing it araongst the soldiers. III. 31. 

Allia, a small tributary of the Tiber, entering its left bank north of 
'Rome, crossing the Via Salaria, on whose banks, at the eleventh 
milestone, the Roman army was totally defeated by Brennus, king 
of the Gauls, xv. Kal. Sextilis, u. c. 365, the same day with that 
on which the Fabii were slain at Cremera, ever after esteemed an 
unlucky day. V. 37, 38. 

Alpes, a chain of very high raountains, encircling the north of Italy, 
and extending from the south of Histria on the east to the west of 
the Intomelii on tfae west, a range of nearly 600 miles. This great 
mountain barrier has received, both in ancient and modem times. 
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. •diffisreiic oames ib itsdifferent bmchcs from peouliarciivumstanoes, 
the SDcieDts preserving, bowever, the common term Alpe$< Ac- 
cording to LiTj, the first who crossed them in large bodies were the

AmtMuri, a tribe of Gallia Lugdooensis, a little to tbe north of Lug- 
dunum.

AmuUus, tbe jounger son of Proca, the 13th kiog of Alba Looga. 
He dethroned his elder brother Numitor, but was ultimately slaia 
hj Romulus and Remus, the grandchiidren of that prince by his 

. daughter Rhea Silvia, whom Amulius had in rain attempted to ren- 
der childless, by making her a yestal virgin. L 3, 5, 6. 

Ancus Marciug, the grandson of Numa Pompilius by his daughter, 
and fourth aing of Rome. He mounted the throne, U. c. 114>, 
distioguished himself by his piety, his successes against tbe Latins, 
the additions he made to the Boman city of the Aventine and the 
Janiculum, besides extending the Roman territory to the sea, and 
fbunding Ostia, the sea-port of Rome. He died after a prosperous 

. reign of twenty.four years. L 32-35. 

Anio, a tributary of the Ttber, falling into its left bank, not far 
north from Rome, and forming the southem boundary of the Sabine 

■ CQuntry. From its vicinity to Rome, it was the scene of maoy of 
the engagements in which that city contended with its neighbours.

Antistiusi L.^ a Roman soldier who acted as centurion of the dis- 
mounted equitet in an engagement with the Volsci, and was elected 

. tribune of the commons in his abseoce, u. c 333. He success- 
fuUy anaigned C. Sempronius of misconduct in the war with the 
Volsci. IV. 38, 42, 44. 

^ntium, a town of the Volsci on the sea-coast, almost due south of 
Rome. It was strongly fortified, and though repeatedly colonized by 
Romans, was engaged in frequent bostilities, heading the other Vol- 
scians, with Rome. Their fleet was at last destroyed, cj. c. 408, 
and the prows of their ships adomed the Rostra, hence so called. 

. The inhabitantB are naroed Antidteit and received the rights of 
Roman citizens.

Antias or Ancius, Sp., a Roman ambassador, siain ak>ng with three 

' others, by the orders, or through the carelessness of Toiumnius, kiog 
of the Veientes.

Antonius Merenda, Q., miiitary tribune, n. C. 333. IV. 42. 

Antonius Merenda, T., a decemvir, u. c. 304, in the second year of 
that magistracy* III. 36. 

Anzur, a town of the Volsci on the sea-coast, and the Via Appia, af- 
terwards, in Livy's tine, called Tarracinae. It was taken and rc- 
taken by tbe Romans, and ultimately colonized by them. IV. 59; 
V. 8, 13, 16. 

Aj^enninus Mont, a range of mountains, eztending about 700 miles 
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tbrongh Italy from north to south, branching off from the AIps, ii^ 

Liguria, to near Rh^gium, in thecountry of the Bruttii. V. 33. 
ApoUo, worshipped as the god of the fine arts, the son of Jupiter and 

Latona, and brother of Diana, believed to furnish fais priests with 

prophetic powers ; henee, according to somc, the epithet Pythius, 

(from ^w^avcfMu). T. 56 ; III. 63 ; IV. 25, 29 ; V. 13, 15, 23, 25. 
Appi51ae, a Latin town, takenby Tarquinius Priscus in thebeginning 

of his reign. I. 35. 
Apronius, C, onc of the tribunesof the conimons, elected after the de- 

position of the decemviri, u. c. 305. III. 54«. 
Apuleius, L., a tribune of the commons, u. c. 364, who was tfae pro-r 

secutor of tfae action against Camillus, which drove him from Rome.

AquilHr, a family who engaged in tfae plot to crush the infknt liberty 

of Rome, whfch was detected by a slave, in the iirst year of the Ro- 

man republic. Along with the other conspirators they were scour- 

ged and beheaded.

AquiUius, C, consul, u. c. 267. He conquered the Hemici. II.

Arcadia, a hilly and pnstdral country of Greece in tfae centre of fbe 

Pelopomiesns, bounded by all the other divisions of that Peninsula.

Ardea, a town of the Rutuli, south of Rome, besieged by Tarquinius 

Superbus in tfae iast year of fais reign. A device of Uie senate re-i 

stored to them land, whicfa the Romans faad appropriated to tfaem-:

Aristodemus, tyrant of Cumae, in wfaose court Tarquinius Superbus 

died. He aflerwards detarned, astfaeheirof Tarqnin, some Roman 

ships, to compensate for tfae effects of Tarquin detained by the Ro. 

roans. IL 21, 34. 
Arsia, a wood in tfae neigfabourfaood of Rome. II. 7. 
Artena, a town belonglng to tfae Caeretes*, between Caere and Yeii, 

destroyed by tfae Roman kings. IV. 6L 
Artena, a town of. tfae Volsci, destroyed by tfae Romans, u. c. 351, 

IV. 61. 
Aruns, a son of tbe Corintfaian Damaratus, (wfao settled in Tarquinii,) 

and brotfaer to Lucumo, afterwards Tarquinius Priscus. I. 34. 
AruDs, son of Porsena, tfae Etrurian king. AfVer leaving tfae siege 

of Rome, be fell in battle witfa tfae Aricini. 11. 14^ 
Aruns, Clwinus, an infaabitant of Clusium, wfao invited tfae Gauls to 

attack Clusium. V. 33. 
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Anrerni, a tribe of GauU, in Aquitania Frima, on the banks of the 
Elaver and contiguous streams. Tbey claimed a Trojan descent. 
V. 34. 

Ascanius, called also lulus, tfae son of Aeneas and Cceusa, or of 
Aeneas and Layinia. He left Lavinium to Lavinia, and founded 
Alba Longa. I. 1, 3. 

Asia, one of the three divisions of the ancient world, bounded on the 
west by the Tanais, the Palus Maeotis, the Fontus Euxinus, the 
Mediterranean, and the Sinus Arabicus. On the other three sides 
it is incompassed by seas. I. 45. 

Aterius, A., consul, u. c. 300, the year in which ambassadors were 
sent to Greece to coUect laws. He was cbosen a tribune of the 
commons, though a patrician, u. & 307. III. 31, 65. 

Athenae, the capital of Attica, a country of Graeda Fropria, north- 
east of the Feloponnesus. It was long renowned for its love of li- 
berty, tbe capricious democracy of its govemment, its devotedness 
to all the fine arts and philosophy, and the peculiar nature of its 
laws, which it received from tbe celebrated Solon. It never re« 
covered its defeat at the close of the Feloponnesian war, and ulti. 
mately yielded to the Roman arms* III. 31. 

Atilius, L., one of the first military tribunes,,u. C. 311. IV. 7. 

Atilius, L.f a military tribune, u. c. 356, a year in which pestilence 
raged in Rome. V. 13. 

Atinius, Ti., a plebeian whose dreams are narrated, IL 36. 

Atys, the 6th king of Alba Longa. I. 3t 

Aventinus, the 12th king of Alba Longa. I. 3. 

Aventinus, one of the seven hills on whicb Rome was built, first add- 
ed to the city by Ancus Martius, for the reception of the inhabitants 
of Folitorium, a Latin city. I. 6, 33 ; II. 28; III. 50. 

Augustus, a name (said to be derived from augeo) first given to the 
Emperor C. Octavius, grand-nephew, and adopted son of Julius 
Caesar. Afier the death of the first Emperor, he formed with An- 
tony and Lepidus the second triumvirate, and ultimately, by de- 
priving the latter of power, and defeating the former at Actium, he 
became sole master of the Roman world, at the age of thirty-two 
years. He died at Nola, after having enjoyed the empire forty>four 
years. I. 19; IV. 20. 

Aulerci, a tribe of Gauls, either the Cenomdnit between the riven 
Sarta and Ledus, or the JSburotHcet, north of the Cenomani, oa 
the soutb bank of the Sequana. Tbe former were in the north of 
Lugdunensis tertia, the latter in the south of Lugdunensis quarta. 
V. iyhm 

Aurunci, an Italian tribe in the west of Campania, supposed to be 
the remains of the ancient Ausones, and inhabiting the banks of tfae 
Liris, and^ the neighbourhood of Caieta and Mintumae, IL 16, 
17,26, 
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Bellovesus, nepbew of Ambigatus, tfae leading prince of Celtic Gaul. 
He crossed tbe Alps in the reign of Tarquinius Priscus, with the 
surplus population of several Gaulish tribes, and founded Mediola- 
nttm, in tbe country of tbe Isubres. V. 34, 35. 

Bitnriges, a tribe of Gauls on tbe banks of the Elaver and Liger in 
Aquitania Secunda, or, according to the early division, in Gallia 
Celtica, and at one time tbe leading tribe of that country; Tbey 
are distinguished from another tribe of the same name^ the Bituriges 
Vivisci, on tbe banks of the Garunna, by tbe adjunct Cubi. V. 34. 

Boii, a tribe of Gallia Celtica, on tbe banks of the Ligeris,' east of the 
Bituriges. There are several tribes of that name in Gaul, and they 
seem to bave settled extensively in the north of Jtaly. V. 35. 

Bolae, a Latin town on a tributary of the Tiber, east of Rome, co- 
lonised by the Aequi. IV. 49. 

Brennus, prince of tbe Sen6nes Galli, who took and plundered Rome, 
u, €. 365, in consequence of tbe provocation wbich they bad received, 
from the Roman ambassadors having fought against them, contrary 
to tbe law of nations, wben they were besicging Clusium. He re- 
tlred from Rome witbout baving gained possession of the Capitol, 
according to Livy, in consequence of a double defeat, but accord- 
ing to others, from domestic causes, and aflier having exacted a hu- 
miliating ransom. V. 38, 48. 

Brixia, the capital of tbe Cenomani, in Gallia Cisalpina, west of the 
Lacus Benacus, on tbe Via Aemilia, founded by a tribe of Gauls. 
V. 35.

Cacus, a sbepberd in tbe neigbbourbood of tbe Palatine hill, of great 

strength and ferocity, who was slain by Hercules, for baving stoten

C^edicius, a centurioo, wbo commanded the Roman troops after they

Caedicius^ L., a tribune of the commons, who unsuccessfully arraigned

Caedicius, M., a plebeian, who heard a supematural voice annouucing 

the approach of tbe Gauls.

Caenlna, (inhabitants Caeninenses, adjective Caeninus,) a townof the 

Sabines, one of the states wbose women were seised to be the wives 

of tbe Romans under Romulus. Tbey retaliated by making war 

on tbe Romans, but were completely defeated. I. 9, 10.

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Caere, *a town of Etruria, iiorth.west of Rome, on the banks of tfae 
Caeretanus river. Tbe inhabitants (CaerUes) seem to have been 
long on friendly terms with the Romans, and Neibuhr conjectures 
tbat tbe word Caerimonia, derived from tbena, indicates tfae «xftent 
to which tbe Romans borrowed tbeir ritual frooi' tbem.

Caoienae, (from cano,) the Musea, daughlers of Jupiter «id MvMmD- 
syne, nine goddeases who piesided over tbe v«pious depeitniSQls of 
poetry, and its concomitants music and dancing. Tbeir names 
were CalUope, CUo, j^rato, Euterpe, Melpomene, Polyfayniniay Tba- 
Ua, Terpsichore and Urania. I. 21. 

Cameria, a Iiatin town taken by Tarqninius Friscvs. I. 38. 

Campania, a district of Italy, separatoi by the river Lirisfirom Latium 
on the north, by the Apennines firom Sasuiium on ih» emm, and the 
river Sibirus from Lucania ontbe soutfa* II. 92. 

CanuleiuSf C, a tribune of the commons, who succeeded, v. c. 310, 
in abrogating tiie law against. tbe iotennarriage of patriciaiia and 
plebeians. IV. 1-6. 

Canuleius, M., a tribune of the commotis, IL c. 835, who asnsted in 
the suoeessful prosecution of C. Sempronius. IV. 44. 

Capena, a town of Elruria, north of Rome, on the Via Flaminia. lo- 
habitants Capenates. V. 8, 10, 12, 13, 24. 

Capena, Porta, a gate of Rorae, on the east, whence the road leadiDg 
to Capeoa issued. I. 26. 

CapStus, the eighth King of Alba Longa. I. 3. 

CapitoUum, (adjective CapitoUnus,) a celebrated hiU, one of the seven 
<m which Rome stood, caUed also Tarpems and Satumius, Qn 
the east of it lay tbe Forum and Falatuoe biU, on the west a plain 
tract, on tbe north the Quirinal, on tfae south\the Aventine. It was 
tbe citadel of Rome, and on it was built tbe £amou6 temple of Ju- 
piter CapitoUnus, begun by Tarquiniu^ Friscus, and finisfaed by 
Tarquinius Superbus. I. 10, 33, 38, 53, 55; II. 8; III. 15, 
18, 29 ; V. 39, 43, 47, 49. 

Capra, a marsfa in tfae Campus Martius. I. 16» 

Capua, the capital of Campania ou tfae Via A^ia, fbunded, acoovdiog 
to Livy, by Etrurians, and aftwwards amaed by the Samnites. It 
was for a long time distinguished for its magnificence and opulence, 
but never recovered tbe effects of Roroan vengeance, for reoeiving 
HannibaVs troops, whom at tfae same time it completely enervated. 
IV. 37. 

Capys, tbe seventh king of Alba Longa. L 3. 

Capys, tbe cotvjectural Jeader of the Samnites wbo aeized VulturBiis, 
afterwards Capua, and gave his name to. tbat city. IV. 37. 
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Cintieiita or tis, the mother of the Arcadian prince Evander, whose 
Grecian name was Tbeniis or Nicostrata, called Carmeata, from 
her propbetic songs. I. 7 ; V. 47. 

GvmentaliSf Porta, a gate leading from the soutfa of the Capitolium, 
thnnigh wbich the Fabii marcbed to Cremera. II. 49. 

Caniiites, a tribe of Gauls in Lugdunensis Quarta, between Ligeris and 
Sequana, in wbose territories the Druids^heid tbeir annual meetings. 
V. 34. 

Cartbigo, a celebrated commercial city, once the capital of Africa 
Fropria, and long the rival of Rome. It was founded by a colony 
of Phoenidanst and stood on a kind of peniusola, iilteen milesnorth 
of Tunis. When it came into bostik collision with Rome, it was 
in posseseion of tlie wbole eoast of Africa, from the dcserts of Lybia 
to tbe straits of Gibraltar, a great partof Spain and Sicily, Sardinia, 
and other small islands. It sustained tbree wars witb Rome, in 
wbicb it was often successfbl, but was udcen and destroyed by Scipio 
Africanus, at the close of tbe third Punic war. Various attempts 
were afterwards made to rebuild it, but it nerer again rose to emi- 
nence, and was finally destroyed by the Saracens in tbe seventh 
century. Its government seems to have been oligarcbical, with oc- 
caaional cbecks from democratic fury. IV. 29. 

Carventum, (tanus-a-um,) a Latin town. IV. 53, 55, 

Cassitts, Sp., thrice consul, u. c. 252, 261, 268, and master of tbe 
Im^, 253k His last consulsbip was memorable for its being tbe 
era of tbe introduction of tbe Agrarian law. It is certain tbat he 
was condemned, and put to death, u. c. 269, but there is consider. 
abie discussioo as to tbe cause. According to Livy, it was the sus- 
picion entertained of bis motives, from his favouring at once the 
commons and the allies, that be was aiming at the sovereignty. II. 
17, 18, 33, 41. 

Castor, said to be the son of Tyndarus and Leda, produced from an 
egg, alongwith Clytemnestra, at tbe same time witb Polluz and 
Uelen from anotber egg, the offspring of Jupiter and Leda. He 
was celebrated for riding, and Pollux, (who sbared witb bim bis im- 
mortality,) for boxing. The temple dedicated to bim included Pol- 
luz. II. 20, 42. 

Celtae, the inhabitants of Gallia Celtica, the tbird partof Gaul, bound- 
ed by the Sequana on the north, and tbe Garumna on the south, 
till tbe time of AugUstus, wfao assigned tbe portion of it between 
the Ligeris and the Garumna to Aquitania, calling it also by a new 
name, Lugdunensis, V. 34. 

Cenomani, a tribe of Chmls, belonging to tbe Aulerd, in Lugdunensis 
Tertia, on the banks of tbe Ledus, who settled in the north of Grailia 
Cisalpina. V. 35. 

Ceno or on, a seaport of Latium, to tbe east of Antium. II. 63. 

CeBSor, a Roman magistrate, wbose province was originally simply to 
relieve tbe consuls of tbe trouble connected wlth taking tbe censutf 
4>r valuation of the namber and wealtb of the Roman eiUzens. The 
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Censors were two in number, and were first instituted, u. c. 312. 
"inieir functions were afterwards extended to regulating the manners 
of citizens in ali ranks, degrading senators and otbers to inferior 
stationsat their pleasure, superintendingthe prbceedings of the ediles, 
and fixing the rate of taxes. 'Iheir power was checked by the right 
of i^peal from one to the other, or to the people. They were at first> 
eligible only from the patiicians, but ultimately from the plebeians. 
They were elected in the Ceftturiata every five years, but remained 
in power only a year and a half after a. c. 321. From a supersti. 
tion connected with tbe invasion of the Gauls, no new censor was 
elected to supply the place of one who had died in ofiSce, aad bis 
coUeague resigned. IV. 8, 24; V. 31. 

Ceres, worshipped as the goddess of corn and husbandry, the dbugbter 
of Satum and Vesta, and sister of Jupiter. Eleusis in Greece was ce- 
lebrated for her worship, and the mysteries connected with it. II. 
41; III. 55. 

Circe, the daughter of Sol and Perseis, celebrated for her knowledge 
of herbs, and her enchantments. She fled from Colchis to Circeii, 
on the Italian coast, where she was visited by Ulysses on his retum 
from Troy. I. 49. 

Circeii, a Latin town on the sea-coast, in the country of the Volsci, 
colonized by Tarquinius Superbus. I. 56; II. 39. 

Circus, a term applied to places where public spectacles were exhibit. ; 
ed. Of these tbere are mentioned, Maxifnus, I. 35, 56 ; ApoUi- 
naris, III. 63 ; Flamirdut^ III. 54. 

Claudius, Ap., a Sabine, wbose name was originally Attus Clausus, 
who settled in Rome witb fi great body of retainers. He rose lo 
dtstinction in the Roman state, gave name to a tribe, founded an il. 
lustrious family, was consul, 259 u. c, when domestic sedition (in 
which he vehemently supported the Patrician party,) and war dis> 
tracted the state, and during his whole life devoted himself to the 
cause of the aristocracy. II. 16, 21, 23» 27, 29, 30, 44. 

Claudius, Ap., son of the former Claudius, pursued his course of aris- 
tocratic aggrandisement. He was consul, u. C. 283, during a war 
with the Volsci, before whom the army which he commanded vo- 
luntarily fled, through hatred of their general. He was arraigned 
before the people, but died before the termination of the prosecution. . 
II. 56, 58, 59, 61. 

Claudius, Ap., grandson of the first Claudius, was one of the firstde- 
cemviri, u. c. 303, and continued in office (for the last year ille- 
gally, and self-elected,) during three years, till hia violent and ty- 
rannical disposition, wbich he had concealed for some time, drove 
the Romans into open and successful resistance. Tbe immediate 
occasion of his ruin was his base conduct to Virginia. He killed 
himself u. c. 30a III. 33-58. 
Claudius Crassus, Ap., son of the decemvir, and a military tribune, 

u. c. 331, wfaen he was left in cbarge of tbe city. IV. 35, 36. 
Claudius Crassus, Ap., grandson of the decemvir, and military tribune 
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ia tfae third year of the siege of Veii, tr. c. 352. He presenreil the 
family rancour against the plebeians. IV. 48 ; V, 1, 3» 7» 20. 

Qaudius, C» son of the first Ap. Claudiua, and uncle of tbe decem- 
▼ir. He was consul, u. c. 294, but was unsuccessful in his appti- 
cation for the office of decemvir, o. C. 904, by the arts of hts ne- 
pbew, whom, bowever, by bis advice and interccssion be endeavour- 
' ed to presenre from tfae consequences of his tyrannical conduct. He 
seems to bave bad less influence in the state, and to have been less 
▼igorous than the other Claudii. III. 15, 35, 40, 58 ; IV. 6. 

Ciaudius Cicero, C, a tribnne of tbe commons^ u. c 300^ who suc- 
cessfully arraigned Romilius. III. 31. 

Claudius, M. tbe creature and client of tbe decemvir Claudius, who 
W9a his instrument in his designs on Virginia, claiming her as his 
slave. He went ultimately into exile. III. 44-58. 

Cioadna, the goddess wbo presided over the «^mmon sewers of Rome. 
m.48. 

Cloelia, a Roman virgin, one of the bostages given to King Porsena, 
wbo escaped from her guards, and swam across the Tiber. II. 13. 

Clodii, a family of Albans, who were incorporated among the Roman 
patricians by TuUus Hostillus. I. 30. 

Cloelius, Gracchus, a general of the Aequi, who was at first success- 
fui in war against the Romans, but was ultimately defeated and 
sent under the yoke, u. C. 296. III. 25-28. 

Cloelius, Q^, consul, u. c. 256. II. 21. 

Cluilius, an Aequan, wfao headed Ifae Volscians in an attack on Ardea, 
and was conquered by the Romans under the consul M. Geganius. 
IV. 9, 10. 

Cluilius, C, the king of the Albans in tbe reign of Tullus Hostilius. 

He made an inroad on tbe Roman territories, and died in a camp 

wfaich he formcd five miles from Rome. I. 22, 23. The ditch 

with which be encoropassed the camp was called fossa Clutlia and 

fostae CluUiae* I. 23 ; II. 39. 

Clusium, a town of Etruria to the north-west of Rome, on the Via 
Caasia. Attacked by the Gauls, the iohabitants sougbt assistance 
from the Romans, who sent ambassadors to mediate for them. The 
Gauls, enraged at the oonduct of these ambassadors, who, being un- 
Miccessful in their mission, fought in the ranks of tbe Cliuini, con- 
trary to tbe law of nations, raised the siege. The Clusini were af- 
terwards engaged in war with Rome, and ultimately became sufcrject 
to that city. V. 33, 35, 36. ^ 

Coeles, Horatius, a Roman wfao, with two others, defended the wooden 
bridge over the Tiber against the Etrurian army under Porsena, 
n. c« 246, till it was broken down. when he swam across the Tiber. 
He was liberally rewarded. II. 10. 

Coelius, MoDs» one of tbe seven hills on which Rome stood, accord- 
ing to Dionysius added by Romulus, according to Livy by TuUus 
HostiUus, inbabited by the Albans. I. 30, 33; II. 11. 

CoUatia* a town aociently belongtng to tbe Sabines, a Uttle souUi of 
ilie Anio, taken by Tarquinius Priscus. I. 38. 
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Collina, Forta, a gate in the north of Rome, at the Collis Quirinalis. 
II. 11,51; 111.51. 

Coliimen, some part of Mons Algidua. III. 23. 

Cominius, Pontius, a young Roman, who conveyed to the Capitol the 
message of tbe Romans at Veii, and carried back the answer of the 
senate, erading the vigilance of the Gauls. V. 4«6. 

Cominius, Postfimus, consul, u. c. 253, tbe year of the first dictator' 
ship according to some. Again cousul, u. C 261, he conquered 
the Volsci Antiates, and took Corioli. 1 1. 18, 33. 

Comitia, assemblies of the wbole Roman people to give their TOte 
about any thing. In them magistrtftes were elected, laws pass- 
ed, and persons guilty of certain crimes tried. They were always 
summoned by some magistrate, who presided in them. The Comitia 
first used were the Curiata, where the people voted, divided into 
thirty curiae, or wards. V. 52. Servius Tullius instituted the 
CerUuriata, when the people voted in centuries of classes, which had 
their number of votes deterpained according to their fortnne. 1. 42» 
44, 60 ; III. 34, 55 ; V. 18, 52. Tbe time of the introduction 
of the Comitia Tributa is> contested. In them the people voted, 
divided into tribes. the vote of each citizen being of equal force. 
II. 56, 57, 60 ; III. 55, 

Considius, Q., a tribune of the people, u. c. 278- II. 52. 

Consualia, games in honour of Neptunus Equestris, celelH^ated on tbe 
18th of August. I. 9. 

Consul, the supreme magistrate of Rome, with some interrupdon, 
from the expulsion of the kings, (I. 60,) tothe perpetual dictator- 
ship of Julius Caesar, when the office became merely nominal. 
These interruptions were caused by the necessity of appointing dic- 
tators in sudden emergencies, tbe election of decemvirs to enact 
laws, (III. 33,) and the occasional substitution of military tribunes 
witli consular power, to evade the contests.between tbe patricians 
and plebeians. (IV. 6.) The consuls were two in number, and 
elected at various times of the year, (III. 6; IV. 37,) their term 
of power being annual. Their power was at first as great as that 
of the kings, and their badges of office nearly th^ same. (IL I.) 
P. Valerius Poplicola diminished their authority, (II. 8,) and tbe 
tribunes of the commons had a great effect in still farther weakening 
it. They were stili, however, very powerful, and being at the head 
of the executive department of the state, much depended on their 
vigour. They assembled the people and senate, brought befiire 
them any measures tbey thought wortby of consideration, nego- 
tiated with foreign states, and gave name to the year. They were 
at first created only from the patricians, but, aft^ many struggles, 
from either order. 

Cora, a small Latin town whlch revolted to the Auruncos, but after- 
wards joined with Pometia in giving hostages to the Romans. II. 
16, 22. 

Corbio, a Latin town probably between Lavinium and Rome, taken 
by Coriolanus, dismantled by C. Horatius Pulvillus, near whicfa a 
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battle was afterwards fought between the Romans and the com- 
bined foTces of the Aequi and Volsci. II. 39; III. 30, 66, 69, 
70. 

CDrinthius-a-umy belonging to Corinthus, the capital of Achaia, the 
north-east district of the Peloponnesus in Greece, situated on the north 
of the Isthmus between the Sinus Corinthiacus and the Saronicus 
Sinus. It was long one of the principal cities of Greece, and found- 
ed several powerful colonies, but was destroyed bj the Consul 
Mummius, u. C. 609» in-the war between the Romans and the 
Achaian league. Julius Caesar attempted in vain to restore it to 
sp}endour. 1. 34. 

Coridli, a town of the Volscians, taken by the Romans, principally 
through the conduct of C. Marcius, hence called Coriolanus, and 
retaken by him when leading the Volscian troops. II. 33, 39. 

Comelius, A., a quaestor, n. C. 295. III. 24. 

Comelius, A., Pontifex Maximus, u. c. 324. IV. 27. 

Coraelius Cossus, A., was a tribune of the soldiers in the war with 
Tolumnius, king of the Veientes, whom he slew and gained the spolia 
opima. He was afterwards consul, u. c 327 ; military tribune with 
consular power, 329, and in the same year master of the horse under 
Mam. Aemilius, Dictator, in a successful war with the Fidenates 
and Veientes. IV. 19, 20, 30-34. Ferhaps he isthe same witb 

Comelius Cpssus, A., or (according to some) M., consul, u. c. 342. 
IV. 51. 

Coraelius Cossus, Cn., military tribune, u. c. 341 ; consul, 346, and 
again military tribune, 349. IV. 49, 54» 58. 

Cornelius Cossus, Cn., probably a plebeian adopted into the patrician 
ikmily of the Cornelii, military tribune, 351 and 354, when he 
ravaged the country round Capena. IV. 61 ; V. 10, 12. 

Coraelius Maluginensis, L., was cousul, u. c. 295, duringa success- 
ful war with the Volsci and Aequi. III. 22-24, 40, ^l. 

Coraelius Maluginensis, M., was brother of Lucius, and twice de- 
cemvir, u. C. 304,305, commanding in the latter year with great 
disgrace at Algidum. III. 35, 40-42. 

Corneliiis Maluginensis, M., consul, u. C. 319. IV. 21. 

Cornelius, M., was substituted censor in room of C. Julius, who had 
died u. C. 363. As this happened in the lustrum which saw Rome 
taken by the Gauls, no censor thereafter was elected in similar cir- 
cumstances. V. 31. 

Coraelius Cossus, P., military tribune, u. C. 340 and 347, when, as 

- dictator, he routed the Volsci. He was a third time military tri* 
bune, u. c. 349. IV. 49, 56-58. 

Cornelius Cossus, P., military tribune, u. c. 360. V. 24. 

Cornelius Maluginensis, P., military tribune, u. c. 351 and 358. 
IV. 61 ; V. 16, 17. 

Cornelius Scipio, P., mastcr of the horse in the dictatorsbip of M. 
Furius Camillus, u. C. 359, when Veiiwas taken ; military tribune, 
u. 0. 360, and interrez, u.c. 36a V. 19, 24, 31. 
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Cornelius, Ser., comnil, v. c. 269. II. 41. 

Cornelias, Ser., a priest of Romulusi wbo died of pestilence, n. c. 

301. III. 32. 
Comeliat Maluginenflis, Ser<, a miliury tribuDe, v. o» 366, one of 

those who so unskilfully opposed the Gauls. V. 36. He seems 

afierwards to have been six times raised to the same dignity. 
Comiciilum, a town belonging to the Latins, taken by Tanjninius 

Priscus, a prisoner taken in which (Comiculdna capHva, IV. 3>) 

was said to be the mother of Servius TuUius. I. 3S, 39. 
CremSra, a tributary of the Tiber, faUing into its rigfat bank north of 

Rome, crossing the Via Flaminia, near which the Fabii were cut 

offby the Veientes. II. 49, 50. 
Creusa, the daughter of Priam and Hecuba, and wife of AcDeas. 

Her fate after the destruction of Troy is uncertain. I. 3. 
Croton, a town of the Bruttii, on the east sea-coast, and Via Trajana, 

colonized by Greeks, the residence of the philosopher Fytbagoras 

for twenty years ; in later times colonised by the Bomans. I. 18l 
Crustumerium, a town near Rome, taken and coloniaed by Romulus, 

afterwards retaken by Tarquinius Priscus. Inhabitants Crustu- 

mlni. I. 9.11, 38. 
Crustumini Mootes, the hills from which the riTer AlUa flows, pro- 

bably near Crustumerium. 
Cumae, a town on the sea-coast of Campania, colonised by settlers 

from the Greciaa island Euboea, famous from its having been the 

abode of a Sibyl, who affected prophetic powers. The iohabitaBts, 

Cumanif were ultimately much attached and faithful to the Romans. 

II. 9, 14,21,34; IV. 44. 
Curatius, P., a tribune of the people, u. G. 354, who assisted in suc 

cessfuUy arraigning two miUtary tribunes of the former y^ar» V. 

11. 
Cures, a to#n of the Sabines, north-east of Rome, on the Via Salaria, 

whence, according to some, Romulus Was caUed QKinnica, and tbd 

Romans Quititet» I. 13. 
Curiatii, three brothers, champions probably of the Albans» who fbugfat 

with three Horatii, and were all kUIed, thus bringing Alba into 

subjection to Rome. 1* 24-26. 
Curiatii, one of the Alban families, ratsed to the dignity of Roman 

patricians in the reign of TuUus HostiUus. L 30. 
Curiatius, P., consul, u. c. 301, afterwards decemvir, 303. IIL 32, 

33. 
Curtius, C, consul, t;. c. 310, a ycar in which the plebeians made 

successful inroads on tbe patrician power* IV. 1, 7. 
Curtius, Mettus, a leader of tbe Sabines, who had nearly routed the 

Romans, slaying their general Hostus Hostiiius. I. 12, 13. 
Curtius, lacus, a place in Rome, so called, according to one accooat, 

because a marsh had formerly stood there, wheriB tbe bone of McC- 

tus Cuttius had been entangled. L 13. 
Cyprius, vicus, a street in Rome. • I. 38.

Damaratus, a native of Corinth whosettled in Tarquinii, father of Lu* 

cumo, afterwards Tarquinius Priscus. I. 34«. 
Decemvlri, Roman magistrates, ten in number, who were appointed 
for the purpose of drawing up a code of laws, holding office, un-. 
checked by any other magistrate, from u. c. 903 to 306. Those 
elected the second year contiuued the last year illegally and self- 
elected. Their code of laws is known by the name of the Laws of 
the Twelve Tables. III. 32-58. This name is also applied to re- 
ligious magistrates, whose principal duty was to consult tbe SibylUne 
books. 
Delphiy a town of Fbocis, a district of Graeoia Propria, situated on 
Mount Parnassus, said by the ancients to be the centre of the world, 
sacred to ApoUo, whose oracle there was the most celebrated of all. 
the oracles of antiquity. Here the Amphictyonic Councils were 
held, and the Fythian Games celebrated. I. 56 ; V. 15, 16, 28. 
Dialis Flamen, the priest of Jupiter, who had many privileges, but 

was exposed to numerous restrictions. I. 20; V. 52. 
Diana, wor^ipped as the goddess of hunting and field sports, the 
daughter of Jupiter and Latona, and sister of ApoUo. She was 
worshipped with especial splendour at Ephesus. I. 45 ; V. 13. . 
Dictator, a Roman magistrate, whose nomination was found necessary, 
when conjunctures arrived which rendered the existence of a di- 
vided executive power dangerous, (IV. 26.) He was always no- 
minated by one of the consuls, had absolute power for six months, 
(II. 29 ; III. 20, 28,) and was unchecked by any controUing power 
during his continuance in office, as every other magistrate resigned 
except the tribunes of the commons. Who was iirst dictator is not 
. a settled point, (II. 18,) and the office was*altogether abolished after 
the death of Julius Caesar. 
Duilius, Caius, a plebeian, who was military tribune, u. c 356. V. 

13. 

Duilius, Kaeso, one of the decemviri, u. c. 304. III. 35. 

Duilius, Marcus, a tribune of thc commons, elected in the iirst Comitia 

Tributa, u. C. 283. He seems to have possessed great influence 

from his rigorous and upright disposition. He arraigned Ap. 

Claudius, was elected tribune of the commons after the expulsion 

of the decemviri, was the organ of the people in the bill for the re- 

establishment of the consular power on that occasion, and checked 

the usurping spirit of his coUeagues, when it went beyond tbe 

bounds of democratic freedom. II. 58, 61 ; III. 52, 54, 59, 64. 

Duumviri, diiTerent inferior magistrates, deriving their name from their 

number, with various powers ; some passed sentence on criminals, 

L 26; whiist others guarded the Sibylline books. III. 10; V. 13.

Ecetra, a town of the Volicians, whose inhabitantA, (EcetrdnU) after 
submitting to tbe Romans, reTolttd to the Aequi« II. 25; III. 
4 ; IV. 61. 

Egcria, a goddess with whom Numa PompiliuB alleged he had goh- 
▼ersatioos. I. 19. 

Egeriusy grandson of Damarafus, and son of Anins. the brotber of 
Tarquinius Priscus, wbom his grandfatber unknowingly left in po. 
▼erty ; hence the name. He was afterwards intrusted with the gb- 
▼emment of Collatia by hii uncle, and hia fkmily took the name Col- 
latinus. I. 34, 38. 

Elitorins, the leader of the Cenomani, who settled in the countiy of 
the liboi, in the north of Italy. V. 35. 

Epbi^s, a famous town on the sea-coast of Lydia, a disttict of Aaa 
Minor, to tbe soutb of the river Caystrus. It was celebrated for its 
temple of Diana, built at tbe joint ezpense of tbe Asiatic Graecian 
states, and one of the seven wonders of the world. I. 45w 

Equltes, an order of the Roman state^ which seems to baTe aoqnired 
its place in the ciril polity gradoally. As a military body, they had 
horses and a ring assigned them at the pnMic expense, (I. 43^) 
a particular dress, and a plaee next the senators ia tlie pubUe spec- 
taCles. They formed the link between the plebeians and patric&na, 
- farmed the rerenues, and tbe jodges were generally in later tinies 
selected from among tbem. lliey required to be at least eighfeen 
years of age, and to bave a certain fortune. III. 27 ; V. 7. 

ErSturo, a town of the Sabines, north-east of Rome, on tbe Via Sa- 
laria, the scene of several engagements with the enemies of Rome. 
III. 26, 29, 38, 42. 

Esquiliae, one of the seven hills on which Rome stood. 'I. 44; 
II. 28. EsquUiarius coUis. I. 48. 

EsquiUna, poru, a gate leading from Rome at tbe Esquiline hill. 
II. II; 111.66,68. 

Etruria, a district of Italy, eztending from the river Macra on tbe 
north to the Tiber on the soutb. Thetr origin and early hisCDry 
htLve occupied much discussion, but it is eertain tbat they bad raade 
great advances in cirilization before tbe foundatton of Rome, wbose 
inbabitants borrowed many of their practices from them^ espocially 
those connected with religtous ceremonies and augory. The ooun- 
• try was originally divided among tweWe states, whieb were for a 
long time engaged in perpetual bostilitics with the Romaa people. 
The names of tbe states, dcriyed from tbe principal towns, were tbe 
Veientes, Closini, Perusini^ Cortonenses, Arretini, Vetuloni, Vo- 
laterrani, Rusellani, Volscinii, Tarquinii, Falisci, and Caeretau. 
I. 23. 30, 56; IV. 23; V. 17. Inhabitants, Etrmeu II. 6- 
14, 44 ; V. 1, 15. 

Evander, an Arcadian prince, sud to be tiie son of Mercury and Cir- 
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zmntA, who iettled In Italy on the PalatiBe faill, givlng nonie to it, 
according to some, fron» his native city Fallanteum.

Fabius Pictor, a Boman annaUst, wbo is generally believed to have 
flourished u. c. 530^ contemporary witb the second Puoic waiw 
1.44,55; IJ. 4<0. 

Fabius DoisO) C, a Roman who perfonned certain rites pecuUar to 
the Fabian clan, passing through the midit of tbe Gauls, who were 
then io possession of Rome» V. 46. 

Fablus Kaesoy quaestor, o. c. 267, wben' he arraigned Sp. Cassius ; 
coosul, ir. c, 270, 273 and 275. He was a man of great military 
skill ; at flrst detested by tbe plebeians, but afterwards highly po- 
pniar* He fell in the war witb tbe Veientes. II. 41-43, 46-49. 

Fablus Ambustus, Kaeso, tbe only patrician among the quaestors, 
u. ic. 346 ; milliary tribune, 351, 354, (when be commanded in the 
caaip at Veii along with M. AemiUus,) and 360. IV. 54^ 61 ; 
V. 10, 12, 24. 

Fablus, M., consul, u. c. 271 and 274. In his second consulship he 
iaflamed tfae courage of the Roman soldiers, when seditiously In^ 
cUaed, in a war with the Veientes, and refused a triumph decreed 
bim for his victory. IJ. 42-47. >- 

FabiDfl^ M., PoDtifex Maximua, u. c 365. IV. 41. 

Fabius Vibulanus, M., consul, u, c. 313; lieutenant-general under 
1« Quinctius Guioinnatus in the war with Tolumniusy 318, wheBi 
jbe nepulsed an attack on tbe Roman camp ; again under A. Pos- 
tumius Tubertus, 324, wben he behaved gallantly at the head of the 
heir^e against tbe Aequi and Volsci; and miiitary tribune, 322» 
IV. 11. 17, 19, 25> 27-29. 

Fabius Ambustus, N., military tribune, u. c 349. He took Anzur* 
IV. aB, 59. 

Fabius Vibulanus, N., consul, u. c. 334, when he defeated the Aequi ; 
imUtary tribune, u. c. 340 and 34a IV. 43, 49, 57. 

Ffldblus, Q,., consi»!, y. c. 269 and 272. He feU in battle with the 
Veientians, 274. II» 41, 43, 46. 

Fateis, Q,., tbe ooly jnember of the Fabian clan, wbo, being left at 
bome on account of his youtb^ was not involved ki tbe disaster at 
Cremera. He was consol, u. c. 287, 289, (when he defeated the 
Aeqtii) ; prefect of tbe clty, 292 ; consul a third time, 295, (whea 
he Tooted the Volscl with great slaughter) ; ambassador to the Aequi, 
296; and decemvir, 304 and 305. Tbis la»t office changed bis na. 
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• turei and his conduct rendered bim so odious to the soldiers, wbom 
be commanded against the Sabines, that they were Toluntarily de- 
feated on several occasions. He went into ezile, and bis effects 
were confiscated on the destruction of the decemviral power. III. 
1.3, 9, 22, 23. 25, 36, 41-43, 58. 
Fabius, Q>» one of three ambassadors, who were sent to the Gauls 
when besieging Clusium. Unsuccessful in tbeir mission, they had 
the folly to take a part in the engagement which ensued, and were 

- recognised. The Romans appointed them military tribunes to op- 
pose the indignation of the Gauls, which still farther exasperated 
that fierce people. V. 35, 36. Quintus was arraigned for his con- 

' duct afier the Gauls quitted Rome, but died foefore the day of trial.

Falerii, a town of Etruria, not far from Rome, engaged in repeated 

wars with Rome, and subdued by the upright conduct of Camillus, 

n. c. 361. They afterwards rebelled, and were heavily fined for 

their revolt. Inhabitants, Faliscu IV. 17; V. 8, 13, 19, 26, 27. 

Fausttilus, the herdsman of the usurper Amulius, who saved and edu- 
cated Romulus and Remus. I. 4, 5. 

Feciales, a body of men, supposed to be twenty in number, wbose 
business was to conclude treaties, to demand restitution, and so- 
lemnly to denounce war. Their chief was called Pater Pairaius, 
I. 24, 32 ; IV. 30. 

Ferentina, probably a nymph worshippcd by the Latins, to whom were 
sacred the aqua Ferentina, (a small tributary of the Hber, wbose 
source is called Ferentinum caput,) and lucus FererUinae, a grove 
near Rome, where the Latin states were anciently in tbe halMt of 
assembling. I. 50, 51, 52 ; II. 38. 

Ferentinum, a Latin town, south-east of Rome, on the Vui Ladna, 
subdued by the Romans, but governed by their own laws. IV. 51, 
61. 

Feronia, a deity, to whom a grove, temple^ and rivulet between Circeii 
and Tarracina were sacred. I. 30. 

Ficana, a town taken by Ancus Martius. I. 33. 

Ficulea Vetus, a Latin town taken by Tarquinius Priscus. I. 38. 

Fides, the goddess of Faith. I. 21. 

Fidenae, a town Inthe country of the Sabines, to the east of tbe Tiber, 
on the Via Salaria, the inhabitants of which were defeated by Ro- 
mulus. They seem to have been colonized by Romans, but en. 
gaged in frequent bostilities with Rome, and were only ultimately 
subdued, n. c. 329. Inhabitants, jFtd?nato5. I. 14^ 27; II. 19; 
IV. 17, 21, 22, 33, 34. 

Flaminius-a-um, belonging to the Flaminia gens, one of wbom bnilt 

' the Circus Flaminius, III. 54, near which were meadows called 
Prata Flaminia, III. 54, 6a

II. 45. 

Fevtiuia, tbe goddess of Forluiie. II. 40. 

FodsiiM, M., a miXkMny tribune, u. c. 3S2. IV. 25w 

Ftt^u8> a lakc in tbe country ot the Marsi, nortb-east of Rome, ftom 
wfakh fl«ws the riTer Liris. Ferbaps Livy alludes t» some otfaer 
lake of tbat name, in tfae country of tbe Voteci. IV, 57. 

Foffetius, Mettus, dicUtor of the Albans after the death of tfaeir king, 
Cioilius Albanus, in tbe reign of Tullus HostiKtts. On tfae ter. 
minatien ef the combat between tbe Curiatii and Horatii, wliich 
WBS proposed by tfae Albans, and teimiaated favourably for the Bo- 
mane, Alba, accerding ta agreement, beeame subjeet to Rome. He 
aftcrwards, in contravention of his agreement, behaved in a roost 
treaoberous manner, and was torn to pieces by two cbariots* driven 
opposite ways.

FttleiiiiuB, C, ooe of tl» ambassadors slain by the order or the care- 
lessness of Tolumnius, king of the Veientes.

Furius, L., consid, u. c. 280. An action against bim and his coU 
league was pveveBted by the sadden deatfa of tfae pvosecutor.

Gallia, (Transalpina,) a country of Europe, bounded on the north by 
the Oceanos Britannicus, on the west by tfae Oceanus Atlanticos, 
on the eouth separated from Spdn by the Fyrennad montei^ and 
bounded by tbe Mare Intemum, on the east by the Alps and tbe 
Bhine, oomprehending{nearly) modem France, Switaerland and tbe 
Netherlands.

It gave name to, 
Hadriaticum Mare, tbe Gulf of Venice, calleid also Mare Superam, 

tbat portion of the Mediterranean whicb separates Italy from Illy. 

ricum and Greece. I. 1 ; V. 33. 
HelSna, twin sister of Pollux, daughter of Jupiter and Leda, and 

wife of Menelaus, king of Sparta, fled to Troy with Paris, the son 

of Priam, king of tbat country. Sbe was in vain demanded back, 
- and the refusal gave rise to the siege of Troy, which lasted ten years. 

After the death of Paris and destruction of Troy, it is said by some 

tbat she returaed to Sparta witb ber busband, and on bis death was 

ultimately strangled by tfae command of Polyxo, the widowed 

Queen of Rhodes.

HenSti, a people possessing, at the time of the Trojan war, that dis-

Hercinii, saltus, iminense forests» wfaich covered GermoDy, extending 
fi-om HelTetla, along the banks of the Danube^ as fior as Dada, 
spreading on all sides, V. 34. 

Hercftles» Sttt moet oelebrated hero of the ancient cUttsical fables, said 
to be the son of Jupiter and Alcmena, engaged his whole life in 
freeing the world irom monsters and oppreaeors, and at last en- 
rolled amongst tbe inferior gods. L 7 ; V. 13. 

Herdonius» Ap., a Sabine, who seised the Capitol with the exiles and 
slaves, but was slain, u. c. 894. III. 15-18. 

Herdonius, Tumus, an inhabtlaot of Aricia, slain in consequenoe of 
a falae aocusation brougbt against him by Tarquinios Superbus. 
who was afraid of his opposition in his own designs against the 
liberty of the Latins. I. 50, 51. 

Herminius, Lar., eonsvl, u. c. 307» JII. 65b 

Herminius, T., a distioguished Roman, who assisted Cocles in his 
defence of the wooden bridge orer the Tiber against the troops of 
Porsena, and, after signal serrices, fell, u. c. 255, when lieutenant- 
gcnenJ, in the battle at the Uke Regillus. II. 10, 11, 20^ 

Hem|ci, a Latin tribe north of the Volsci« inhabitiog a rugged ooon- 
try» and loog opposed to tbe Romansy who ultimately subdued 
them, but allowed them to be govemed by their own laws. II. 
22; 40, 41 ; III. 6. 

Herdlia, the wife of Romulus. I. 11. 

Horatia, a sister of the sunriving Horatius, who slew her in the ez- 
citement of yictory, enraged at her^amentations for the death of his 
antagonist, her lover. I. 26. 

Horatii, three brothers, the champions probably of the Romans, in 
the combat whicfa was to decide the sovereignty of Rome or Alfaay 
one of whom, after his brothers had both lieen slain, by an ingenious 
artifice separated the Curiatii, the Alban cbampions, and slew them. 
Hb murdering his sister drew upon him the vengeance of the law, 
from which he escaped by appealing to the peoplew I. 24-26. 

Horatiusy C., consul, u. c. 277. II. 51. 

Horatius Puivillus, C.| consul, u. c. 297, when he was successfol 
against the Aequi ; died 301, of pestilence, when augur. III. 30, 
32. 

Horatius Barbatus, L., military tribune, u. c 330. IV. 35. 

Horatius Barbutus, M., a patrician strongly opposed to the usurpa- 
tion of the decemviri. He protected Icillus from the fury of Ap- 
pius Claudius, drove that tyrant from the forum, and was ooe of 
two deputies who mediated between the patricians and plebeiaDs» 
Tbese were both elected consuls, 17. c. 306, and by his conduct be 
acquired sucb popularity, that, after a successful engagement with 
the Sabines, he obtained, contrary to the express will of the senate, s 
triumph| by order of tbe people. This popularity he didnot abuse. 
in. 39, 40, 49, 50, 53, 55, 61-64; IV. 6. 
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Horttius PuWillus, M., substituted consul in room of Sp. Lucretius, 
u. c. 245. He dedicated tbe temple on the Capitoline bill to Jupiter,- 
notwithstanding an inyididus attempt made to deter him from doing 
so. II. a 

Horatius, P., the father of the Horatius who slew his sister. He 
suppKcated for the life of bis son, which he obtained on condition 
of offering an expiatory sacrifice. I. 26. 

Hortensius, L., tribiine of the commons, u. c. 333. IV. 43. 

Hostilia, curia, a senate house, consecrated by TuUus Hostilius. I. 
30. 

Hostilius, Hostus, a Roman, who commanded bravely, and fell in a 
battle with the Sabines, which had nearly proved fatal to the Ro- 
mans. I. 12, 22. 

Hostilius, TuUus, the third King of Rome, u. c. 82, grandson of Hos- 
tns Hostilius, a prince of great enterprise, and warlike in his dis- 
position. He conquered the Albans, (whom he removed to Rome, 
destroying their city,) the Veientes, the Fidenates, and the Sabines, 
and died, u. C. 114, afler a bustling and successful reign of thirty- 
two years, devoting himself in his later years to religious obser» 
vances. I. 22-31.

In the ab- 
sence of Virginius, the girPs fatber, he in vain but vigorously re* 
sisted the proceedings of the deceroyir, who, as tbe last eiertion of 
power, ordered him to prison after Virginius had slain his daughter, 
but Icilius was pretected by the people. He stirred up the army 
encamped against the Sabines, and was elected tribune of tbe com- 
roons, u. c.

Icilius, L», tribune of the commohs, u. c. 343. IV. 52,

IndigStes, (said to be derived from indigetaret to invoke,) men wor- 
shipped as the tutelary gods of any country, which had been in* 
debted to them for their services. I. 2. 

Insubres, a people of Gaul, in Lugdunensis Prima, called by Livy a 
canton of the Aedui, between the rivers Ligeris and Arar> who 
gave name to a district in the north of Italy, on the banks of the 
Po,'in which the Giuls founded the city Mediolanum, so called 
from their former chief town. Their fierce dispositions involved them 
in frequent wars with the Romans. V. 34. 

Italia, a country on the soutb of Europe, surrounded on tbree sides by 
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tbe Meditefimne»D, aepimted on the noith from the adjoimng 
eountries by the Alps. The part of it north of the viren Macra 
and Rubicon was, in early times, called Gallia Cisalpina, aad the 
southem part Magna Graecia. Its length, in the extended term, 
is upwards of 700 miles, its breadth Tarying. It was aU subjeeted 
to the Roman arms, u. c 486. I. 2 ; V. 33. 
lulus, a name of Ascanius» whence the Julian family are said to haye 
deriyed their name. I. 3.

Janiculum, a hill not included in the seven on whidi Rome stood, on 

tfae south side of the Tiber, first added by Ancus Marcius, and 
joined to the rest of the city by a wooden bridge. Here Numa 

Pompilins was buried, and Uie poet Statius Caecilius. The beavi- 

ness of the atmosphere rendered it an unfavourable spot for building.

Junius Brutus, L., son of the sister or aunt of Tarquinius Superbus, 
is said, from fear of that monarch's blood-tbirtty disposition, to faave 
counterfeited such a degree of stupidity, as to render him no object 
of suspicion. When the conduct of young Tarquin to Lucratia 
preseoted a favourable opportunity for tbroiring off tbe tyrant'* 
yoke, he concealed his great energy of cbaracter no longer, faeaded 
tbe revolt, and waa elected fint consul.

Latium, a country of Italy, bounded on the west by the Tiber, on tbe 
Bouth by the Tuscan sea, tbe east the Liris and Campania, and 
die nordi the Anio, the country of the Marsi and Samnium, ori- 
ginally extending southwards only to Circei, afterwards to Sinuessa, 
including the Latlniy (inhabitants of Latium,) Aequi, Hemici, 
Rutuli, and VolscL Laurentum was the capital of tlie Latini in 
tbe time of King Latinus, Layinium in the time of Aeneas, Alba 
Longa in that of Ascanius, and finally ROHE. The surrounding 
Latins were for many ages occasionally engaged in war with this 
dty, and, aAer a long struggle, were presented with the freedom of 
the city, under some restrictions, u. c.

Lavinium, a Latin town on tbe sea-coast, sud to have been founded 
by Aeneas, and named after his wife Lavinia, who reigned there on 
his death, by permission of Ascanius.

Laurentium, a Lati& town, on the sea-coaftt, a little to the north-west 
of Lavinium, the capital of the Latins under Latinus. Inhabitants, 
Laurentet, adjective iMurent» I. 1, 14. 

Xibui, a tribe of Gauls, originally settled in tbat part of Gallia Cisal- 
pina where are the towns Brizia and Berona. Hiey seem to have 
afterwards settled further west, nezt tbe Salassi.

Longiila, a town of the Volscians, taken by the Romans, and refcaken 
by tfae Volscians under Coriolanus. II. 33, 39. 

LucSres, a tribe of the equites said by Livy to haVe been fortned by 
Romulus, other writers applying tfae tenn to a tribe of tfae wfaole 
people. I. 13, 36» 

Lucretia,. daugfater of Sp. Lucrcitius TricipiUnus, and wife of Tatfu 
quinius CoUatiuus, who having been beloved, and treacheroosly 
wronged by ber fausband^s relation, Sextus Tarquinius, stabbed faet- 
self in preisence of her £ithOT, her busband, of Brutus and Valerius, 
previously detailing the cause, and imploring them to avenge ber 
fate. It was tbis incident whicfa led to tfae abolition of tfae x^al 
powers.

Lucretius Flavus, L., consul, u. C. 362, when he conquered the Ae- 
qui } mliitary tribune, 364, wben fae cOnquered the Volscinienses.

Lucretius TricipiUnus, Sp., a noble Rbman, father of LucreUa, who 
had been left as prefect of tbe city by Tarquin, when that monarch 
was engaged in besieging Ardea. After the ezpulsion of the royal 
faroily, he was elected consul in room of Brutus, but died in a few 
days after his appointment.

Maelius, Sp., a knight, whese suspicious largesses to the plebeians, 

.' in a time of dearth, o. c. 315, aroused ttie attention of the senate 
to his obvious attempts at acquiring supreme power, and who, on 
refusing to appear before Cincinnatus, appointed dictator for the 
occasion, was slain by Ahala Servilius, master of the horse, and his 
house ra^ to the foundation.

Malitiosa siiva, a wood somewhere in the country of tbe Sabines* I.

Mamilius, L., the dictatorof Tusculum, who brought assistance to 
tfae Romans when involved in foreign and domestic war, and was 
presented with the freedom of tbe city. III. 18, 29. 

Mamilius, Octavius, a nobleman of Tusculum possessed of great in- 
fluence among the Latio states, to whom Tarquinius Superbusgave 
his daughter in marriage. He afterwards gave shelter to the ba- 
nished tyrant, and headed a combination of thirty states to restore 
him, but was defeated and wounded in the battle fought at the lake 
Regillus.

Manilius, Sex., a plebeian wbo, along with M. Oppius, commanded 
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the Boman armies when they revolted from the decemvin. IIL

Manlius (afterwards) Capitolinus, M., consul, u. c. 363, when his 
colleague and he defeated the Aequi. He saved the Capitol, wben 
on the point of being stormed by a party of Gauls during the night. 

Jealous of the influence of Camillus, he formed a po- 
pular party, wbich gave great uneasiness to the patricians, and 
forced them to free him after he had been imprisoned. He after-

Marcius Coriolanus, C, a patrician of great impetuosity, bravery and 
faaugbtiness, who was mainiy iostrumental in taking Corioli, u. c. 
261. He incurred the hatred of the oommons by liis aristocratic 
spirit, and was forced into banishment, 263. He took refuge amoog 
the Volscians, incited them to war, led them on victoriously to with- 
ip five miles of Rome, 266, and retired at last, on the intercession 
of his motber, after rejecting several supplicatory messages delivered 
by ambassadors and priestA. His after-fate is uncertain. Some 
allege he was stoned to death, others that he killed himself, and 
one ancient author asserts that he lived till old age.

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Ftdus, called by the Greeki and tbe Roman poets, Eriddmit, tbe 
largest river in Italy, rising in Moni Veiulus, one of the Cottian 
Alps, running eastward, in a basin formed by tbe Alps and the 
Apennines for above 300 miles, and discharging its waters, after 
receiving about thirty tributary streams descending from the Aips 
on the north, and the Apennines on the south, into the Adriatic, 
near the town Adria, by seven mouths, two of wluchy Volana and 
Padusa, were natural. V. 33, 35b 

Palatlnus, Mons, or simply Palatium, one of the sevep hills on which 
Rome stood, haring on tbe east the Subura and the Celian, on the 
west the Forum and the Capitol, on the south the Circus Maximus 
and the Aventine, on tbe north the Via Sacra and tbe templ^ of 
Peace. It was buiit upon first by Romulus ; there too dwelt Itul- 

, lus Hostilius, and all the Roman emperors. From the number of 
splendid bouses built upon it, it gives rise to tbe word palace* I.

PiUanteum, a town in tbe south of Arcadia, at the foot of Mons Mae- 
nalus, said to have been the native city of Evander. I. 5. 

Pallor, the god of paleness. I. 27. 

Pan, worshipped as the god of sbepberds, the inventor of the flute, 
worshipped principally in Arcadia. 1. 5. 

Paphlagonia, a country of Asia Minor, on tbe shores of the Pontus 
£uzinu8, separated on the west firom Bitbynia by the river Par- 
thenius, on the south from Galatia by the river Halys and Magaba 
Mons, on the east from the Pontus by tbe Halys.

According to Livy, Romulus 
instituted 100, (I. 8) ; Tullus Hostilius added 100, (L 30) ; Tar- 
quinius Priscus added 100 more, (I. 35); Brutus filled up the 
number thinned by .Tai^quinius Superbus, (I. 49; II. 1,) to 300 ; 
300 were added by Sulla; there were 900 in the dictatorship 
of Julius Caesar, and Augustus reduced them to 600. Thelr pri- 
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▼ileges were nameroiiSy and their priocipal duties were, in the com- 
monwealtb, (for under the emperors tbeir powers were nominaly) to 
guard the public religion, to manage the treasury, to settle tbe pro^ 
▼inces, to nominate ambassadors, to bestow public honours, to in- 
quire into pnblie crimest to interpret, absolve from, and abrogate the 
lawsy and to postpone the assemblies of tbe people. In addition to 
tbe passages alrHuiy quoted, allusions will be found to cbanges in 
tbe oonstitotion of the Patret, I. 30, 35; U. 9, 16, 33; III. 
14^ 65^ 67 ; V. 12. According to Niebuhr, whose iuTaluable re- 
flearches into the early constitution of Rome bave shed a new light 
on all oonnected with its institutions, Livy and the other writers 
on tfais snbject baye completely mistaken the genius of tbe iniant 
state. In his opinion, (and by following it the scholar wiU be re- 
liered from great perplexity, see for insUmce the three first aentences 
of IL 64^) the Pitres, a term applied lattcrly only to the senators,

dttsiTely tfae populutf dirided into three iribet, with eacfa tribe sub- 
dirided into ten curiae, and each curiae subdivided into ten genteif 
there being thus 300 gentes, meeting in the Comitia Cyriaia, which 
was oonsequently entirely patridan, wfailst tfae senate was made up 
of tfae faeads or representatiTes of the gentes ;•— tfae clients were the 
original remaining population of Bome, bound to tfaeir patrons by 
tfae same ties as tbe feudal retainers in tlie Highlands were to tbeir 
cfalefs, and generaliy supported by famd receiTed from thenr patronsy 
on tfae tenure of obedience and serTice ;— tfae plebeians, plebs^ woe 
totaUy distinct from and independent of botfa, immigrating land- 
holders, clients independent by tbe eztinction of their patrons* 
ftmiHes, but prindpidly inhabitants of conquered districts admittfd 
to tbe rights of free dtiaens, gradually acquiring influence, and as- 
sembled exclusiTely in the Camitia Tribuia, wbose enactments at 
first related only to the appointment of plebeian magistrates, af- 
terwards to other mattera, and became binding on tfae states ;.— 4fae 
wbole otden weie by Serrius Tullus first blended in tfae Oumitia 
CenturiatOf in wfaicfa tfaere were six centuries of patrieian knigfats, 
including all tfaepatridans, and twelTe of plebeian knigfats^ forming 
a plebeian nobility, and bence tbe hatred of tfae ariatocracy at Serrius 
Tullus, regarding faim as destroying tbe old aristocratical Comitia 
' Curiata, which, howcTer, for a long time faad a veta on tfae pro- 
oeedings of tfae otfaer Comitia.

. beians to tiie consular power rendered the expedient unnecessary. 
Tbey are not to be confounded with the ordinary term TrWuni 
mUituvh simply military officers, six to each legion, wbo command- 
ed under the consul, and chose tbe centurions.

Tribuni plebis, magistrates who seem to haxre taken their origin from 
the plebeians baving been in tbe habit of electing from among 
tbemselves individuals, to regulate their common concerns, with- 

. out any reference to tbe commonwealth. Wben, however, tbe ple. 
beians grew strong enougb, they appointed, under this name,. as their 
representatives, to regulate their interests, as concemed in the com.' 
mon laws of the state, (II. 33,) men wbo were generally, though 
jiot always, (III. 64, 65; V. 10,) plebeians. Tbere is a dispute 
as to the Comitia in which tbey were elected, but it seems impos» 
dble that they can have ever been elected in the Comitia Curiataf 
0B DionyBius asserts ; and Livy seexns to state tbattbey were elected 
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in ihe Cotnitia Centariata, ttU 283, wben tbey were elected in tbe 
ComitiA Tributa, (II. 56, 60.) Tbey were at first eitber two or 
five in number, (II. 33, 58) ; afterwerdi ten, 297, (III. 30) ; aad 
possessed of powers Turying as tbe order wbicb they represented 
was influential or not, coosisting at first in tbe negatiTe power of 
pre^enting iaws by tbe uttering of tbe word titflo. (II* 56 ; IV. I, 
26 ; V. 9, 12.) Their persons were inyiokble, and tbe only cbeck 
on tbeir autbority was, tbat one migbt interrupt the proccedings of afl 
the rest. Their power cootinued till the time of Sylla*s usurpation^ 
and tbereafter to tbat of tbe Caesars, wbo first rendered it unavaiU 
ing, and afterwards assumed it to themsehres.
